Arguments are not persuasive to overcome the prior art rejections. Applicant argues that Chou (U.S. Pat. No. 7,095,457) discloses the 
circuit board (40) as in a guide groove (11) and therefore in the designated "first region". Applicant's rationale is based on a misconstrued 
interpretation of the reference; Chou clearly states that the detachable lamp rack (30) is guided by the grooves 11 (col. 3 lines 2-15) and 
that the circuit board (40) is outside this region (col. 3 lines 27-28). 
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
